REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully submits the following remarks in response to the Office 
Action dated July 28, 2006. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that at least Claims 1,4,6-9 
and 14-23 are allowable. Applicant has amended Claim 24 to incorporate the 

allowable limitation from Claim 26 as generally suggested by the Examiner. 
Accordingly, Claims 24 and 27 - 45 should be rejoined and allowed. 

Applicant also notes that Claims 5, 10-13 and 24 should be rejoined and 
allowed. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, Applicant is entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise 
include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 
1.141. As indicated by the Examiner, "claim 1 is generic." (Page 2 of the Office 
Action dated October 4, 2005). Claims 5 and 10-13 depend from generic Claim 1. 
Accordingly, Claims 5 and 10 - 13 should be rejoined and allowed.
